Charge It's Caused By Policy 
Indecision, Too Many Gadgets 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 — UB- 
Senate defense investigators said 
Thursday an excess of gadgets and 
top level indecision have slowed 
down military aircraft production 
and prevented the development of 
adequate air defenses for the Unit­ 
ed States.

tional Committee of the Red Cross be ask­ 
ed to investigate com m unist charges of 
germ w arfare in Korea, the Soviet Union 
vetoed the move. One of the reasons given 
w as that the Geneva organization was not 
truly international. 
E rnest A. Gross, A m erican delegate, as­ 
serted the real reason was that the com­ 
m unists feared an im partial inquiry would 
6how up the utter falsity of their Charges. 
Now communist representatives have re­ 
peated their allegations of Allied atrocities 
in K orea at the annual conference of the 
International Red Cross at Toronto. 
They 
are not above using the Red Cross as a for­ 
um for their propaganda, even while b ar­ 
ring it from examining the fiction on which 
that propaganda is based. 
Like the UN Council, the Red Cross re- 
fuerd to give credence to assertions that 
UN forces are guilty of inhum an w arfare in 
Korea, where the com m unists themselves 
are manifesting their own great desire for 
peace by devising new m eans for stalling 
the arm istice negotiations. . 


PROGRESS—OF SORTS 
IT IS NOT OF GREAT significance, per­ 
haps, that the m odern slide trombone is a 
descendant of the C-shaped 
“ buccina” 
widely used in the early Roman arm ies, or 
even of the Hebrew “ shofar,” 300 of which, 
in one brass band, enabled G i d e o n to 
frighten all the fight out of the early Mid- 
ianites. 
■ But it is of considerable moment to note 
w h at is happening right now to the slide 
trom bone. Davis Shuman, a faculty m em ­ 
ber of the Juilliard School of Music in New 
Y ork, has invented a trombone whose slide 
takes off a t a 45-degree angle to the side 
instead of fore and aft. 
Mr. Shum an explains that his develop­ 
m ent will be a boon to the musician who 
sits in front of the trombone player in an 
orch estra pit. So far, so good. 
Mr. Shum an also sees the t r o m b o n e 
being brought to the attention of the na­ 
tion’s sm all fry, whose arm s heretofore 
have been unable to negotiate the distance 
betw een the top and bottom octaves. On 
th a t score, it m av be questioned whether 
this is m uch of a contribution after all. 


Each year, particularly during the sum ­ 
mer months, I discover another national 
shrine that has been standing there all the 
time It is a rare joy to visit such places 
because they m ake for continuity, for tradi­ 
tion. anc they take the mind away, if only 
fur a m om ent, from the opportunistic pol­ 
iticians who forget on Wednesday w h a t 
they said on Tuesday. 
• I look forward one day to visiting the Poe 
Shrine in Richmond, Virginia. Edgar-Alien 
Poe rem ains one of A m erica’s vital con­ 
tributions to the literature of the world. He 
is the ancestor of the most authentically 
American type of fiction, the m y s t e r y 
storv. now vulgarly called, the Whodunit— 
which sounds as horrible as it looks. But 
Poe was also a notable poet and his *Raven 
is unforgettable. And for those of us who 
worked on the New York Sun, one of the 
greatest of A m erican newspapers, now de­ 
ceased. he is ever a colleague. 
Yet, I find that his shrine in Richmond 
runs short from $300 to $400 a year of carry ­ 
ing costs. One would imagine that doer of 
gieat deeds, Paul G. Hoffman, who spends 
about $25 million a year of the late Henry 
Ford’s 
money, 
would 
find 
preserving 
Am ericana 
more 
in 
keeping with Mr. 
Ford's ideas and tradition. I read this par­ 
agraph with sadness: 
“The collection of m anuscripts and relics 
of Edgar Allan Poe in the Shrine is out­ 
standing. Behind the house a charm ing log­ 
gia has been built of bricks salvaged after 
the wrecking of the fine old ‘Southern Lit­ 
erary M essenger’ building where Poe serv­ 
ed as editor. 
Virginius Dabney, editor of the Rich­ 
mond Times-Dispatch, pleads with the lo­ 
cal citizens to support the Poe Foundation 
and the Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities to prevent the closing 
of the Shrine. He writes, ‘Will Richmond 
stand by idle, while so invaluable a cultural 
and civic institution associated with one of 
the most illustrious of Americans, is in im­ 
m inent danger of dying?’ 
“ Ironically, collectors prize first editions 
of Poe’s writing so, that a copy of his 
‘T am erlane and Other Poem s’ sold for 
more than $30,000, and other item s at 
equally 
fantastic 
prices. 
To 
save 
his 
Shrine, a 
‘Pennies for Poe’ 
cam paign 
among Virginia school children has been 
proposed.” 
Why should not all the nation join in pre­ 
serving Poe’s shrine? We seem to have 
money to build roads in the Congo, to teach 
Hindus to grow rice, to erect bridges on all 
the continents, but we lack piddling pen­ 
nies to preserve the m em orials to our own 
national greatness. 
The French apparently have a more cul­ 
tivated and developed sense of the value of 
national shrines and m onum ents than we 
have. They are m aintained and protected. 
Is it that the F rench have a finer under­ 
standing of tradition and country than we 
have? Do they love their country m o r e 
than we love ours?

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DEBASING THE REI) CROSS 
•WHEN THE United States proposed in 
the UN Security Council that the Interna­ 
tional Committee of the Red Cross be ask­ 
ed to investigate communist charges of 
germ warfare in Korea, the Soviet Union 
vetoed the move. One of the reasons given 
was that the Geneva organization was not 
truly international. 
Ernest A. Gross, American delegate, as­ 
serted the real reason was that the com­ 
munists feared an impartial inquiry would 
show up the utter falsity of their (Charges. 
Now communist representatives have re­ 
peated their allegations of Allied atrocities 
in Korea at the annual conference of the 
International Red Cross at Toronto. They 
ere not above using the Red Cross as a for­ 
um for their propaganda, even while bar­ 
ring it from examining the fiction on which 
that propaganda is based. 
Like the UN Council, the Red Cross re- 
fu.prd to give credence to assertions that 
UN forces are guilty of inhuman warfare in 
Korea, where the communists themselves 
are manifesting their own great desire for 
peace by devising new means for stalling 
the armistice negotiations. . 


PROGRESS—OF SORTS 
IT IS NOT OF GREAT significance, per­ 
haps, that the modern slide trombone is a 
descendant of the C-shaped 
“buccina” 
widely used in the early Roman armies, or 
even of the Hebrew “shofar.” 300 of which, 
in one brass band, enabled G i d e o n to 
frighten all the fight out of the early Mid­ 
la n d s . 
* But it is of considerable moment to note 
what is happening right now to the slide 
trombone. Davis Shuman, a faculty m em ­ 
ber of the Juilliard School of Music in New 
York, has invented a trombone whose slide 
takes off at a 45-degree angle to the side 
instead of fore and aft. 
Mr. Shuman explains that his develop­ 
ment will be a boon to the musician who 
sits in front of the trombone player in an 
orchestra pit. So far, so good. 
Mr. Shuman also sees the t r o m b o n e 
being brought to the attention of the na­ 
tion’s small fry, whose arms heretofore 
have been unable to negotiate the distance 
between the top and bottom octaves. On 
that score, it may be questioned whether 
this is much of a contribution after all. 


Each year, particularly during the sum­ 
mer months, I discover another national 
shrine that has been standing there all the 
time It is a rare joy to visit such places 
because they make for continuity, for tradi­ 
tion. anc they take the mind away, if only 
for a moment, from the opportunistic pol­ 
iticians who forget on Wednesday w h a t 
they said on Tuesday. 
* I lock forward one day to visiting the Poe 
Shrine in Richmond, Virginia. Edgar Allen 
Poe remains one of America's vital con­ 
tributions to the literature of the world. He 
is the ancestor of the most authentically 
American type of fiction, the m y s t e r y 
storv. now vulgarly called, the Whodunit— 
which sounds as horrible as it looks. But 
Poe was also a notable poet and his foaven 
is unforgettable. And for those of us who 
worked on the New York Sun, one of the 
greatest of American newspapers, now de­ 
ceased. he is ever a colleague. 
Yet, I find that his shrine in Richmond 
runs short from $300 to $400 a year of carry­ 
ing costs. One would imagine that doer of 
gieat deeds, Paul G. Hoffman, who spends 
about $25 million a year of the late Henry 
Ford's 
money, 
would 
find 
preserving 
Americana 
more 
in 
keeping with Mr. 
Ford’s ideas and tradition. I read this par­ 
agraph with sadness: 
“The collection of manuscripts and relics 
of Edgar Allan Poe in the Shrine is out­ 
standing. Behind the house a charming log­ 
gia has been built of bricks salvaged after 
the wrecking of the fine old ‘Southern Lit­ 
erary Messenger’ building where Poe serv­ 
ed as editor. 
Virginius Dabney, editor of the Rich­ 
mond Times-Dispatch, pleads with the lo­ 
cal citizens to support the Poe Foundation 
and the Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities to prevent the closing 
of the Shrine. He writes, ‘Will Richmond 
stand by idle, while so invaluable a cultural 
and civic institution associated with one of 
the most illustrious of Americans, is in im­ 
minent danger of dying?’ 
“Ironically, collectors prize first editions 
of Poe’s writing so, that a copy of his 
‘Tamerlane and Other Poems’ sold for 
more than $30,000. and other items at 
equally 
fantastic 
prices. 
To 
save 
his 
Shrine, 
a 
‘Pennies for Poe’ 
campaign 
among Virginia school children has been 
proposed.’’ 
Why should not all the nation join in pre­ 
serving Poe's shrine? We seem to have 
money to build roads in the Congo, to teach 
Hindus to grow rice, to erect bridges on all 
the continents, but we lack piddling pen­ 
nies to preserve the memorials to our own 
national greatness. 
The French apparently have a more cul­ 
tivated and developed sense of the value of 
national shrines and monuments than we 
have. They are maintained and protected. 
Is it that the French have a finer under­ 
standing of tradition and country than we 
have? Do they love their country m o r e 
than we love ours? 
One of the jobs that will have to be done

THE thyroid gland in th e neck 
gives oft a substance necessary 
for th e norm al function of cells 
throughout th e body. E xtra th y ­ 
roid substance m ust be taken 
when this gland cannot m a n u ­ 
facture Its quota. 
Som etim es the thyroid gland 
secretes too m uch of th is sub­ 
stance, and overworks th e body 
cells. T his occurs in the condition 
known as toxic goitre, or h y p er­ 
thyroidism . All th e body proc­ 
esses are th e n stepped up. T he 
person becomes extrem ely nerv ­ 
ous, sw eats excessively, an d a l­ 
though he eats large am ounts, he 
gradually loses w eight and e n ­ 
ergy as well. 
Seriously Effects Body 
Ju st the opposite occurs w hen 
the thyroid is not active enough. 
This condition, know n aa hypo­ 
thyroidism , or m yxedem a, can 
have serious effects on th e body 
and 
m ay 
produce 
perm an en t 
dam age. T he grow th of th e cells 
is retarded. The h air becomes 
thin, the nails become dry and 
brittle, and the skin dries out. 
T he fa c e a p p e a rs p u ffy , th e 
tongue thickens, an d th e voice 
grows hoarse. 
A person w ith m yxedem a does 
not react norm ally and is slowed 
down trem endously. He cannot 
digest his food well, so his system 


| may fail to receive th e rig h t 
am ount of vitam ins. C onstipa­ 
tion may be another serious com ­ 
plication, and the person is usu­ 
ally very anem ic. 
Hardening of Arteries 
A very serious difficulty resu lt­ 
ing from a lazy thyroid is an u p ­ 
set of the proper balance of fatty 
m aterial in the blood. T his m ay 
bring on hardening of th e a rte r­ 
ies which is difficult or Im possi­ 
ble to correct. 
A diagnosis of hypothyroidism 
can usually be m ade by a m etab­ 
olism test to determ ine th e rate 
of 
the 
body's 
activity 
while 
breathing pure oxygen. 
Usually a person w ith a hypo­ 
thyroid condition will im prove 
when given a thyroid gland sub­ 
stitute. and can be restored to 
good health. For such a person, 
the use of an tifat vitam ins such 
as choline, m ethionine, or inosi­ 
tol, may be very helpful in p re ­ 
venting hardening of arteries. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. D.: I have been operated on

white blood count was not ele­ 
vated before operation. Is this 
possible? 
Answer: In m any cases of ap­ 
pendicitis, even though the con­ 
dition m ay be very severe, th e 
blood count is not elevated loo 
at the onset.

On July 19, the Rev. and 
Mrs. 
G. L. Troutman and children, Ruth, 
George and Joyce, accompanied by 
tfiss Dona Jean Kerns, daughter of 
J r . and Mrs. V. D. Kerns, left Idel* 
wild 
International 
Airport. 
New 
York, aboard a Belgian airliner for 
Brussels, Belgium. 
This was the first part of their 
trip to Hannover, Germany to at­ 
tend the Lutheran World Federa­ 
tion Assembly. 
There were 51 passengers aboard 
the chartered plane, representing 
almost every Synod of the National 
fcjtheran Council. 
The group spent live days visit­ 
ing cities along the way to Han­ 
nover, stopping at Koln, where they 
took a steam er trip on the Rhine 
River, Wiesbaden and Frankfurt. 
On July 25, the assembly 
con­ 
vened in Hannover. This was the 
fifth and largest meeting of this 
group and was attended by 80 thou­ 
sand people from 
all over the 
%»rld. Out of the group only two 
representatives from behind t h c 
Iron Curtain were permitted to at­ 
tend. There were to have been five 
thousand representatives from the 
Iron Curtain 
countries, but 
the 
Russians revoked their travel per­ 
mits two days before the conven­ 
tion met, the Rev. Troutman said. 
The countries represented were 
India. Indonesia, Japan, C h i n a , 
Australia, some African countries, 
b ila n d , South American countries, 
England. Sweden, Norway, D e n ­ 
mark, Holland, Italy, Austria, Fin­ 
land, 
France, 
Egypt, 
Palestine, 
United States 
and several other 
countries. The Rev. Trout mal said 
that many of these people attended 
the sessions in their 
native cos­ 
tumes, which added to the color 
and international flavor of the con­ 
vention.

He said that they are farming 
right up to the railroad tracks and

conditions, 
although 
crowded and poor, are very sani­ 
tary. Much rubble remains in the 
towns due to the fact that the gov­ 
ernment forbade its r e m o v a l , 
where it is known that bodies were 
trapped. This rubble must remain 
for IO years, or until the govern 
ment says that it may be removed, 
for sanitary purposes. 
The Rev. Troutman also conduct­ 
ed a church service Sunday on the 
plane trip over.

Spraying new legume seedings in 
early September will kill adult spit- 
tlebugs before they lay their eggs. 
County agent Larry Best recom ­ 
mends IV* pounds of actual DDT 
per acre applied in ether low or 
high volume water spray. 
Best time Is between September 
I and IO. Although this is not as 
effective 
as Springtime applica­ 
tions of BHO or toxaphene, experi­ 
ments show Fall treatm ent reduces 
spittlebug numbers to the p o i n t 
where they do little damage. Spring 
treatm ent kills spittlebug nymphs 
rather than adults. 
Spraying in the Fall is an asset 
to the farm er of he plans to use the 
new' legume plantings for Spring 
pasture or silage. Best explained. 
Rush of Spring work and wet fields

about the first few days of school 
when a new world of experiences 
will be encountered, this booklet is 
presented to you in the hope that it 
will serve as a guide for you in the 
preparation of your child for the 
first grade. 
We wish to thank those parents. 


teachers, and other school people 
who helped develop this booklet. 
Thoughtful Parents 
Thoughtful Parents can do much 
to help the child who enters our 
schools for the first time when the 
school bell rings this Fall. We need 
to work together for his good. Much 
of his attitude depends on 
y o u . 
You can help in these ways: 
1. Check the age requirements 
for admission to the first grade in 
your local school district with your 
local board of education, superin­ 
tendent or principal. You will not 
render a service to your child if 
you try to enter him in school if 
he will not be six years old before 
a few months after school starts. 
Since the child will need a 
birth 
certificate many times during his 
life, we recommend that the school 
be furnished xx ith a birth certificate 
of every child entering school. 
2. Vaccinaton against smallpox 
and 
immunization 
against 
diph­ 
theria is desirable before the child 
enters school. If this is not done 
before the opening of school, the 
County Health Office, Dr. 
A. D. 
Blackburn, Court 
House, 
Circle­ 
ville, usually provides opportunity 
for immunization at each school 
early in the school year. Valuable 
advice and recommendations 
are 
made by Dr. Blackburn. 
The advice of your child’s physi­ 
cian should be carefully followed rn 
overcoming 
or 
minimizing 
any 
handicaps which may exist. 
Helpful Suggestions 
It is desirable that every child 
entering first grade be sufficiently 
mature to work and play success­ 
fully with other six-year old chil­ 
dren. 
The child should be encouraged 
in self reliance, friendliness, polite­ 
ness, and cheerfulness. 
While we hope that the child can 
work and play happily with others, 
it is also desirable that he be able 
to follow simple directions and as­ 
sume small responsibilities without 
too much help. 
We hope that 
our first-graders 
will have learned to be happy in 
work and play when away 
from 
their parents. They are growing up. 
Too much solicitude is not always 
good. Avoid baby talk or too much 


expressed sympathy over a slight 
injury or misfortune, 
i 
lf your child does not measure 
up in everything you t h i n k he 
should, remember that all children 
do not develop at the sam e rate. Do 
not worry yourself and him by em- 
i phasizing hi> faults. Praise him for 
his good points. 
Encourage your child to think 
that his teacher is going to be his 
friend. She will be Just that even 
as you ate at all times. Never pic­ 
ture the teacher as someone eager 
to punish. She doesn’t enjoy that 
any mon than you do. 
Don’t worry if your child doesn’t 
read before he starts to school. We 
don’t expect him to learn this skill 
until after he has been in school 
for a few weeks. It will help if you 
have 
helped him to understand 
some pictures. Tell him some stor­ 
ies and encourage him 
to retell 
them. You might teach him that 
words and sentences and all our 
reading is iooked at from left to 
right. 
He is Ready If:

I. He is able to stay away from 
home w ithout crying. 
2. He can take care of himself 
when going to the toilet and always 
washes his hands afterwards. 
3. He can put on outer garments 
and overshoes. 
4. He can make himself under­ 
stood.

dren.

He is aware of safety rules 
and can get on and off school bus 


I properly. 
7. He has an attention span for 
listening for at least 7 to IO min­ 
utes.

9 He likes to listen to stories. 
IO. He has good eating habits. 
Good Health Habits 
Your child’s health is extremely 
important in his school success. 
Have your child checked for eye 
and car defects, tooth cavities, 
undernourishment, and tiredness. 
Your child should: 
a. Have IO to 12 hours sleep ev- 
1 ery night. 
b. Eat a good breakfast every 


morning. 
c. Come to school 
with 
clean 
body, clean hair, clean fingernails, 
and ordinary clean, comfortable 
clothing. 
d Be trained to brush teeth daily. 
e. Know how to use a handker­ 
chief properly, covering his mouth 
and nose when coughing or sneez­ 
ing. 
f. Keep hands, clothing, any ma­ 
terials away from 
mouth, nose, 
and ears. 
g. Not eat or drink from utensils 
used by others. 
h. Secure plenty of fresh air and 
exercise daily. 
i. Your child should eat regularly 
and have a balanced diet. 
When To Keep Child At Home 
No sick child should be sent to 
school. No well child 
should 
be 
kept at home. 
lf your child is sick, call t h e 
school and let them know about it. 
If you have no telephone, s e n d 
word by another child, if possible. 
Always send a written statement 
with your signature on it telling 
why your child has been out 
of 
school. The school should also noti­ 
fy the home if there is to be no 
school on any particular day. 
If there will he no one at home 
to take care of the child in case he 
is brought home or sent home sick, 
make arrangements with the school 
as to what should be done. 
Safety 
Before starting to school a child 
should be carefully instructed 
in 
many safety precautions such as: 
1. Know his full name, parents’ 
name, address and telephone num­ 
ber. 
2. How to wait for the school bus 
ai the side of the highway. 
3. How to get on and off the bus 
safety. He should be told to take 
his seat and remain there until 
reaching the school or home. 
4. The most direct 
and

6. The need to walk on sidewalk 
and to cross streets only at t h e 
proper crossings.

TV Enthusiast 
Learns To See 
3rd Dimension 


As eyesight authorities dig more 
deeply into the effects of television 
on seeing, 
there 
is 
increasing 
agreement that the TV screen is 
not necessarily harmful, says the 
Better Vision Institute. 
Special spectacle lenses have 
been devised to cut out the more 
unpleasant sensations. 
If you 
still experience eye fatigue, it 
may be because you are forcing 
your eyes to learn a new kind of 
skill. 
The trouble with television, 
ac­ 
cording to this theory, has to do 
with stereopsis, or depth percep­ 
tion, whereby one sees things in 
three dimensions. 
This is an acquired skill, derived 
largely from experience. A 
baby 
has trouble in learning it, but when 
he becomes annoyed at trying to 
figure out the third dimension 
he 
closes his eyes or looks somewhere 
else. That is, he lets his attention 
lapse. 
A television screen 
is 
approxi­ 
mately a flat surface in two dimen­ 
sions. An ordinary photograph 
is 
also flat but we have no trouble in 
imagining 
a 
third 
dimension of 
depth in it, because we have learn­ 
ed to look at it that way. 
* • * 


BUT ON THE flat TV screen we 
actually see 
motion 
as well 
as 
depth, and that is something 
we 
have not learned to connect with a 
flat surface. So the eye struggles 
to learn how motion can be asso­ 
ciated with flatness. 
It is quite true the screen in a 
movie theater is also flat, and the 
motion of the picture 
does not 
cause any trouble to most eyes, 
though some people still feel visual 
fatigue at the movies. The 
movie 
screen, however, is large and sur­ 
rounded by dimness, so that it oc­ 
cupies practically the whole field of 
vision. 
There is nothing to destroy the 
illusion of looking through a pie* 
lure window. 
A television set, however, is a 
box set in the midst of other mo­ 
tionless objects, all more or less il­ 
luminated and all reminding us 
that we are looking at a small, flat 
screen on which, or behind which, 
we are asked to believe that move­ 
m ent is taking place. 
Another complication is that the 
eye has to contend with different 
am ounts of 
illumination at the 
sam e tim e, the bright screen send­ 
ing its rays to the central part of 
the eye and the less illuminated 
surroundings recording themselves 
on the outer parts of the retina.
